Lo pa I (fuel administration 
orders 
rescinding those -becoming effective 
Thursday, January 17, 
which 
re­ 
stricted the business 
hours of mer­ 
cantile establishments all over Rush 
county, were issued today by S. L. 
Trad ne, 
county fuel administrator. 
The rescinding orders go into effect 
Monday. 
Only places of amusement will he 
able to resume their regular business 
hours Monday because all others are 
eloped by the heatless Monday order 
of the national food administration. 
In reality, business will not resume 
its 
normal 
course 
until 
Tuesday 
when all mercantile establishments 
will begin doing 
business 
without 
any restrictions tVom local fuel or­ 
ders. 
There is every reason 
to believe 
that the last heatless Monday 
will 
he observed next 
week. 
Yesterday 
the national fuel administration ex­ 
empted eight southern states (from 
the Monday closing 
order, 
and at 
the same time it was intimated that 
the ban would 
be lifted completely 
some time next week. This does not 
mean, however, that 
all ipla'ees of 
amusement which are allowed to re­ 
main open on Monday, 
do not have 
to close on Tuesday, 
the day they 
are closed to business by the nation­ 
al fuel orders. 
The national fuel order applies to 
national holidays, but as Tuesday— 
Lincoln’s birthday—i< not a national 
holiday, it will not affect tho opening 
of Rush county 
stores 
for regular 
business hours. 
The orders of the county fuel ad­ 
ministration issued 
today 
rescind 
only those issued on Tuesday, Jan­ 
uary lo, modified 
the next day and 
effective the 
day 
following. 
They 
should not be construed as rescind­ 
ing the order to conserve electricity 
by burning only enough 
to transact 
legitimate business, 
and to restrict 
window display lighting. Neither do 
today’s 
orders 
restrict 
that 
one 
limiting the prices which may 
J>e 
dunged for hauling coal.

Neither of these three cars of coal 
came through 
the fuel administra­ 
tion. Requests for four cars of coal 
this week for Rushville were accept­ 
ed by the state fuel administration, 
but none af them has arrived. 
Re­ 
quests 
for 
thirteen 
cars 
for the 
county were accepted for next week. 
'Although the weather 
prediction 
is for much colder weather tonight, 
the fuel administrator does not be­ 
lieve there will be any serious short­ 
age of coal on that account. 
Noth­ 
ing short 
of a 
cold wave 
could 
create anything like a serious condi­ 
tion. 
Much colder may mean 
that 
the temperature will 
not' any more 
than reach - zero during the night, 
which is not 
very 
cold 
compared 
with the kind of weather which was 
experienced last month. 
Rushville has been especially for­ 
tunate in the last ten 
days. 
While 
other cities in the 
state 
have been 
suffering with a more serious short­ 
age of coal than 
ever due 
to the 
failure 
of transportation 
facilities 
to become normal, this city h a s had 
plenty of coal. The eight cars which 
arrived Friday and Saturday of last 
week were sufficient 
to meet all de­ 
mands made on the dealers. 
The 
Finnel-Tompkins 
Lumber 
company received another car 
of* 
coal today and will scil pa it cot it to 
' nestle consumers 
if they wish it. 
The Rushville township trustee also 
received a load 
to he "distributee 
among the township schools. 
The thermometer is trying some 
“new shunts” now, for during last 
night when usually the coldest point 
is reached, the mercury mounted to 
49 degeres above zero. Last night at 
(1:30 o’clock the 
temperature 
was 
39 above 
zero and 
this 
morning 
early it was 33 degrees above. The 
rise of IO degrees and .tall of IG de­
